Wins First Two Matches From
Australasia in Final

Bound.

KUMAGAE'S GBEAT RALLY

Defeats J. B. Hawkes After
Dropping: First Two Sets

of Hard Match.

Newport, Tt. I., Auk. 25..The Jap¬
anese Davis Cup tennis team, consisting
of Ichlya Kumagae and Zenzo Shlmidzu,
reached a point within one match of the
challenge round against the United
States when they defeated the Austra-
lian team In two straight matches on

the Caslr.o courts here to-day. Shlmidzu
defeated J. O. Anderson In the forenoon
singles match In straight sets, G.4,
7.6, 6.4. In the afternoon match
Kumagae won from J. B. Hawkes in a

gruelling five set contest that consumed
two hours and forty minutes of actual
play by scores of 3.6, 2.6, 8.6, 6.2,
6.§.
A victory In the doubles match to-

morrow or In one of the remaining sin¬
gles contests on Saturday w ill clinch the
right of the Oriental stars to face the
defending United States team at Forest
Hills on September 2. 3 and 5.
The steadiness and endurance of the

Nipponese players was the outstanding
feature to-day. Shlmidzu had a com¬
paratively easy victory over Anderson,
due to the tatter's numerous errors, and
the match did not rise high according to
Davis Cup standards of tennis. Quite
the contrary was true of the battl<» be¬
tween Kumagae and Hawkes, the re¬
spective aces of the two teams.
The afternoon match was a thrilling

contest of speed, terrific stroking and
placement In which Hawkes, while his
strength lasted, dominated the situation.
He ran through the first two sets with
the loss of but five games, hammering
the ball to all parts of the court and
particularly to Kumagae's backhand for
repeated aces.
Kumagae raced about the court in

tireless fashion, however, and the antip¬
odean player found his strength unequal
to the task of wearing him down.
Kumagae made his stand In the third
set which he won eight games to six
and in which six games went to deuce
ono or more times. With the score 2
rets to 1 against him when the players
returned from the club house after the
customary rest. Kumagae quickly ran
through the fourth and fifth sets.
Kumagae won 25 games to Hawkes's

Washburn Stands Out
In Tennis Doubles Victory

His Superior Steadiness Proves Leading Factor in De¬
feat of Johnston and Davis, Says Tilden.Cali-

fornians Lacking in Team Play.

BOSTON, Aug:. 25..R. Norrla Williams 2d of Boston and Watson Wash¬
burn of New York moved Into the final round of the national lawn tennis
doubles on the Longwood Cricket Club's Chestnut Hill courts this afternoon
by defeating William M. Johnston and Willis E. Davis of San Francisco three
sots to one in a brilliantly contested battle. Thus were eliminated two play¬
ers who faced each other In the 1920 national doubles final on the same
courts.

The Davis cup stars wero superior to their far Western opponents In
the pinches, but Johnston and Davis took the first set at 8.6. To start the
contest service held sway to 3.all, but Johnston's delivery yielded In the sev-
onth game. Thi3 advantage for the Easterners was short lived, as the Call-
fornians retaliated by taking four straight points on Washburn's service, due
to erratic volleying on the part of the New Yorker. Davis won easily, hut
Williams found himself facing set point at 80.10, only to pull out the game.

Johnston again held his delivery, but Washburn found three chances for
the set facing h'ni when he and his partner missed the first three points on
i ay volleys. Tn a series of brilliant rollteB tho Davis cup stars pulled even
to deuce and took tho game, but the effort was not sustained, and the coast
stars rail out the set. Johnston was playing steadily, but Davis was inclined
to miss off the ground. Washburn was the superior player on the Eastern
team, Williams boing uncertain on his forehand. Williams seemed still a bit
bothered by his slight Indisposition of yesterday, but a rest on Friday should
put him in fettle for Saturday's final.

The second set produced tho finest tennis of the day, all four men hitting
brilliantly. The first break came on Davis's service In the third game, but
Williams obliged by returning the compliment. Then Johnston was broken
through to trail at 2.8, and with the score 0.40 against Washburn It looked
like the fourth successive break, but Davis obviously drove a ball out of
bounds to offset a palpable mistake, and the Incident appeared to unsettle the
Caltfornians somewhat. In any event, tho Davis cup team members took
the game for a lead of 4.2 and ran out the set with the loss of one other
game.

Turning Point In the Match.
The psychological break developed In the third set. Johnston and Davis

broke through Williams's service for a lead of 2.1 and service held for the
next six games, making the score 5.4 In favor of the Sunset State pair.
Johnston was serving, and for the first time "Little Bill" faltered. He missed
two crucial volley shots, the second practically a "setup" at 30.40, tlelng the
score at 5.all. Service again was the potent factor to 6.7, when Johnston
again yielded and lost the set.

It proved to be the last straw for the Californlans. They made one last
effort, breaking through Williams to start tho fourth set, but Davis, who had
teen falling away in his play, suddenly collapsed and the W.-W. team rushed
through six straight games for the match.

Davis and Johnston are not In a class with Johnston and Clarence Griffin
as a team, although Davis unquestionably Is Griffin's superior In singles.
For some reason the 1921 combination failed to work well together. Per¬
haps it is because Johnston lacks tho confidence in Davis that he would place
in Griffin. Then, too, Davis's ground strokes are a weak link In the chain.
It was lack of team play on the part of the Westerners, rather than superla¬
tive tennis by Williams and Washburn, that accounted for to-day's outcome.
Tn the last three sets Williams flashed some of his most brilliant tennis, but
Washburn was the steadiest man of the four, winning ten of his eleven ser¬
vice games. Johnston was broken through six times, while Williams dropped
his service four times against three for Davis. For three sets it was a great
mat h to watch, but all tension was removed as the end approached.

i»f equal Importance to the men's double* semi-final was the first ap¬
pearance to-day of Mrs. Molla BJurstedt Mallory, the conqueror of Mile.
Suzanne Lenglen. She received an ovation when she appeared for her first
mixed doubles match. She and I opposed Miss Edith Sigourney and N. W.
Nlles. and "Marvellous Molla" was in good form, considering that she had
Just stepped off the train. Iler powerful drive was travelling so fast that
nhe passed Niles often as he came to the net. We scored a straight set vic¬
tory over the Boston pair and continued at once against Miss Eleonora
Sears and Willis Davis. This proved to be a sensational match, featured by
hard hitting, with the smiles and grimaces of Dame Fortune changing often
before we were fortunate enough to gain the ascendency at 6.4. 7.5.

Miss Browne In Brilliant Stroke.
One of the semi-finals will find Mrs. Mallory and myself opposed to Mrs.

May Sutton Bundy and Bob Klnsey of California, while in the other Miss
Mary K. Browne and Bill Johnston will oppose Max Woosnam, the English
Davis cup team captain, and Mrs. F. H. Godfrey of Boston. This latter pair
most unexpectedly eliminated the hard hitting left handers. Miss Leslie Ban-
croft and Howard Voshell. Miss Browne and Johnston should win to-mor-
row. but it is too difficult for me to predict the result of the other semi-final.
This afternoon Miss Browne was particularly brilliant as I caught glimpses
of her play from an adjoining court. She thrilled tho largest gallery of the
week by aiding Johnston materially in gaining a close straight set victory
over Mrs. Louise Williams and Howard Klnsey at 6.4, 9.7. Miss Browne
volleyed with all her old time skill and speed, and she and her partner are
my favorites for the national mixed doubles title.

The Klnsey brothers meet Richards and myself to-morrow to determine
who will play Williams and Washburn for the men's doubles title. It should
prove a nlp-and-tuck battle, with the outcome hinging on the ability of "Vln-
nie" and myself to keep the ball in play. If we arq at our boat I believe that
we will win, but any unsteadiness will prove fatal against so versatile and
dogged a team ss the Klnseya

Arnold W Jones, who obviously was fatigued after hta five set match of
the previous day against W. W. Ingrahnm, scored another sensational victory
in the Junior singles to-day. He eliminated Harold Godshall of Los Angeles
after five sets and r-ached the semi-final round, where ho will opposo Mor¬
ion Bernstein of N«w York. Chirley Wood gave Vincent Richards his stlff-
est test in the Junior play, but "Vinnle" emerged victoriously In straight seta,
the third of which wont to deuce games. Harry Coffin of Los Angeles will
meet Richards in the other semi-final.
